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LONDON,— Much cif the mystery 
and speculation which have exist­ 
ed concerning the strength of the 
Soviet Red Army is said here to 
have been cleared up by a m ilitary 
correspondent of the London Daily 
Main who has ju st returned from 
Moscow. He says that at the begin­ 
ning of 1923 the strength of the 
arm y had fallen from 950,000 to 
800,000. At Hie present tim e there 
are 280,000 men in tho infantry, 
60.000 'in the cavalry, 
70,000 in 
the technical units, and 30,000 in 
the navy. The Cheka’s frontier units 
contain 50,000 men, and its internal 
units 60,000. 
The arm y has 2,000,000 rifles, 
14,500 machine guns, 5,700 light 
machine guns. 3,000 cannon, more 
than 3,000,000 shells, and 1,000,- 
000,000 m unitions. The war estab­ 
lishm ent of a division consists of 
15.000 men and 6,500 horses, com­ 
prising 
three 
infantry 
regim ents, 
three squads of cavalry, three bat­ 
teries of fie|d artillery, throe how­ 
itzer batteries, and the usual con­ 
tingents of sappers, engineers, mu­ 
nitions columns, etc. 
There are 23 airplane factories, 
hut only five are 
now 
working. 
Tho aviation departm ent, which is 
in the hands of a com mittee of 
three with Trotsky at the head, ex­ 
pects to have 10,000 airplanes in 
1924, with corresponding personnel. 
The correspondent adds that the 
Bolsheviks also have received many 
shipm ents of airplanes from Italy, 
England and Germany.

Hie orders of the- state corporation 
commission relating to m atters pre­ 
liminary to drilling oil wells may 
expect to be cite! for contempt of 
the order and fined, according to a 
declaration of policy by Joe B. Cobb 
commissioner. 
According to ftie 
commission’s 
order iNo. 1299, five days before 
the beginning of drilling operations 
a # notification 
card 
and bond of 
$2,500 to guarantee proper plug­ 
ging when necessary shall be filed 
with 
the scommission. The 
order 
$lso requires a sign indication own­ 
ership of the well be placed on the 
derrick and a record of the drftling 
be furnished. 
CMr. Cobb declared that indiffer­ 
ence toward these requirements is 
too general and th a t the commis­ 
sion intends to adopt forthwith a 
strict enforcement policy, citing vi­ 
olators of the low for failure «to 
comply instead of advising them of 
the 
infraction and allowing - time 
for the required formalities before 
citations i§ issued, as has been done 
in the past.

VANCOUVER, B. C., Apr!. 
A conservative estimate places the 
number of fur seals in the North 
Pacific 
at 
600,OOO,as 
compared 
with only 196,000 when the gov­ 
ernment adopted 
protective meas­ 
ures in 1911, and the Indians pre­ 
dict a good hunting season. The 
original body, before white men de­ 
pleted 
it. 
has been estimated at 
five million animals. 
About the time that the spring 
salmon are at the height of their 
runs on the west coast of Vancou­ 
ver Island, tli)e fqr seals of the Pa­ 
cific 
swing 
northward 
along 
the 
shore, bound for the rookeries on 
the Aleutian and Pribiloff Islands. 
The west coast Indians thereupon 
quit salmon fishing to seek the val­ 
uable pelt-bearign animals. 
No 
white 
man 
may catch the 
seals, but the Dominion 
govern­ 
ment when agreeing to stop seal- 
hunting, insisted th ai the coast In­ 
dians, 
who had 
made a part of 
their living 
from these creatures 
for many generations, should con­ 
tinue to have the right to seal 
during the spring migration of the 
herds. The red men must, however, 
continue to 
use 
the 
primitive 
spi-ars and, methods of their fore­ 
fat liers. No guns may be employed, 
Even under these restrictions the 
west 
coast 
Indians 
collect 
about 
$30,000 from the creatures. Last 
season was a bad one, as the seals 
passed north far at sea on account 
of severe storms, aud the Indians 
lr. their cockleshell 
canoes 
and 
siuail fishing boats could not ven­ 
ture out as far as the new line of 
migration. 
The herds are protected under a 
treaty made many years ago be­ 
tween the 
United 
States, 
Great 
Britain, Japan 
aud 
Russia. 
Each 
year a certain number of animals 
are killed by naval patrol crews 
of the countries interested, and the 
proceeds of the sales of the pipits 
an split among the four. 
* 
The 
northbound seal herds are 
somewhere off the coast of Cali­ 
fornia now. Where they come from 
no one is sure, though it Is be­ 
lieved by experts that they winter 
on some bare islands on the Aslat-^ 
ic side, south of Japan, and cross 
the Pacific to strike the Ameri­ 
can coast and follow U te the Arcl- 
tic rookeries. 
Some contend they stay with a 
certain temperature of water fol­ 
lowing it north to the Aleutians 
during the summer and eolith along 
the coast of Asia in fall and win­ 
ter; thence across the Pacific north 
of the equator to the coast of Cal­ 
ifornia, arriving there 
again 
in 
spring and swinging north on the 
never-ending circuit. 
As an argument in support of 
this contention of even water tem­ 
perature, it Is pointed out that the 
fur of the animals is prime at alt 
times of the year .

seal 
poachers have been 
successfully 
excluded 
from 
the 
rookeries and the four governments 
have* kept a constant and paternal 
eye on tho breeding places of the 
Aleutians and Prlbiloffs, the life of 
the herds has been far more placid 
and even, and the numbers are In­ 
creasing to such an extent that it 
is 
positively 
predicted 
there wilt 
be as many seals in 1936* as there 
was before the sealers began 
to 
raftl rookeries many years ag©.

— “ Why the 
Farmer 
Don’t 
Get 
More for His Wheat” is the sub­ 
ject of a series of articles that are 
written by Mr. E. H. Linzee, State 
Grain Inspector, for publication- in 
the various papers *in the wheat belt. 
Those articles are of great interest 
and value to the wheat farmers and 
should be read. In cases where the 
local papers are not publishing the 
series, a postal card mailed to the 
department at Oklahoma City will 
bring each article to you as re­ 
leased. 
The* grain inspector is the man 
who gives the grain, a thorough an­ 
alysis and places' the grade on it 
that establishes its value, and he 
Is therefore in a position to note 
the different 
defects 
that 
may 
cause tho grain to misgrride. Tfiere 
are a number of • ways 
through 
which the farmers sustain serious 
losses, most of which are unneces­ 
sary and preventable if he were but 
properly informed 
and 
impressed 
with the facts and conditions. The 
marketing conditions have 
chang-^ 
cd. entirely since the Federal grades 
were put in effect on wheat, yet 
the farmers are selling 'it just as 
their forefathers did which often 
causes them a serious loss. 
They leave their wheat in the 
shock at the mercy of the weather,* 
allow it to be threshed wet arui 
often put it in the bins wet ahd 
let it lie until lr becomes musty 
and heat damaged. 
The 
records 
«how that last year 32 per cent of 
the wheat shipped to the Kansas 
City market graded below* No. 3. 
No grade below No. 3 is considered 
milling wheat. Most of 
this 
loss 
was caused bv wet wheat damage 
in some form, and it is estimated 
that the loss to Kansas alone would 
amount to $2,500,000, or 27 cents 
for every acre of wheat harvested.
